Also, the 
moon was over half full, so there was 
quite a bit of light in the sky. 
Needless to say, I didn't even see the 
satellite as it went over, but Richard 
and Paul did. Oh, well. 

Alien 
Magic, is now in many bookstores, 
so you may want to look for that. 
Bill may bring his book and talk about 
it at this upcoming meeting. 

I got a letter from a new member 
in southeastern Arizona who 
expressed interest in being Section 
Director for that area.

WASHINGTON — A recently 
discx)vered comet will make a close pass 
by Earth in two weeks, and astrono^ 
mers say it is likely to be visible to the 
naked eye and among the brightest 
comets in recoit years- 

While wary of promising too much, 
given comets that pEuved diiap- 
pointing (notably Kohontek in 1973)i 
astiunomers say the new cometr cafled 
Hyakutake 1996 B2, should be worth¬ 
while. 

'Tt looks like it's going to rival the 
brightest stars in the sky,” Daniel W.E. 
Green of the Smithsonian Astrephysi- 
cai Observatory in Cambridge, Mas., 
said Monday. 

The comet, discovered Jan. 31 by a 
Japanese amateur astronomer, could 
upstage another comet, called Hale- 
Bopp, that astronomeis have predicted 
will give a good showing in early 1997. 



The Hyakutake comet will approach 
to within 9.3 million miles of Earth on 
March 25 and will remain visible 
during April. From March 23 to 
March 29, Green said, the comet 
should be visible in the nonhem sky 
virtually all night. On successive 
nights, the comet will streak by the 
cmstdbtioiit Big TUppar Uttie Dip- 
pcz» aad.Poiaa.

(this means have gas in your car, 
have your drinks/snacks with you, 
etc. or else arrive EARLIER so you 
can do those things and not hold 
everyone else up.] For those in the 
west valley, we will meet at 
McDonald's on the southwest corner 
of 51st Avenue just north of MO 
(take the 51st Ave. exit north and 
you'll quickly see the McDonald's). 
We will LEAVE promptly at 9:45. 

Bring your own food and drink, a 
camera to record the amazing 
petroglyphs, and binoculars or 
telescopes if desired. It's a great 
chance to socialize and meet other 
MUFON'AZ members from other 
parts of the state and explore some 
very interesting country.

CARL SAGAN AND UFOs 

Paul Ankney, Arizona Assistant 
State Director, has provided the 
following quotes made by UFO 
skeptic Carl Sagan from several 
different books which show 
inconsistencies in Carl's testimony. 

Frank Edwards' 1964 book 
Stranoe World, page 127: 

Dr, Carl Sagan, eminent 
astronomer at the University of 
California, is also adviser to the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration; is a member of 
the National Academy of 
Sciences; and, most important, 
is a member of the Armed 
Forces Panel on Extraterrestrial 
Life. Speaking to a meeting of 
the American Rocket Society in 
the winter of 1962, Dr. Sagan 
Said: 

"The earth probably has been 
visited by intelligent beings 
representing an advanced 
civilization from outer space !" 

And he added that these space 
visitors logically would have 
built and maintained a base on 
our moon, on the side which 
man cannot see. 

and from Mysterious Fires and 
Lights , the 1967 book by Vincent 
Gaddis, the following is quoted from 
page 18; 

Dr. Carl Sagon [sic], the 
Harvard astronomer, told a 
meeting of the American 
Rocket Society in 1962 that 
"earth may have been visited 
many times by various galactic 
civilizations during geological 
times, and it is not out of the 
question that artifacts of these 
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visits still exist." When asked 
to comment about UFOs, 

Dr. Sagon [sic] replied "I do 
believe there are objects that 
are unidentified, but I'm not 
saying whether they come from 
one place or another."

NORTHWEST PHOENIX SIGHTING 

September 5, 1993, was the 
Sunday before Labor Day. I had been 
in Phoenix just over a month after 
transplanting myself from Southern 
California. At the time my family and 
I were living in temporary housing at 
an apartment complex near 
MetroCenter, waiting for our house 
to be built. 

Family members and acquain¬ 
tances had told me about the 
spectacular Arizona sunsets. Since 
/e seen them for myself, I made it a 
I '"IT when I had free time to watch 
tf last rays of the sunset, enjoying 
t'-e amber and purple hues as they 
filed into blackness. I would always 
gw into one of the bedrooms that had 
a huge bay window that faced west 
and have a look. This eveding's 
viewing would be different. 

I was in the living room 
watching television when I glanced at 
a nearby clock. 7:30 p.m. meant 
that It was time for another viewing. 

I picked myself up and promptly 
moved to the window. I pulled back 
the blinds and noticed that distant 
street lights were slowly blinking on. 

I was just in time to see the last rays 
of the sunset clinging to the 
cloudless horizon. I saw the usual 
commercial traffic move off toward 
their destinations. 

As I scanned the sky for start, 
something strange caught my atten¬ 
tion. At first I thought it was another 
airline, but its characteristics were 
unusual. It had one white strobe 
light that blinked in a strange 
sequence, and it hovered rigidly for a 
minute, it seemed to have an oval¬ 
shaped structure. I immediately 
called my sister to the window, and 
we both watched as the object 
slowly moved to the right and then 


back to its original position along the 
same fligf.t path. It performed this 
odd maneuver several times. 

I rushed into the next room to 
get my mother to see it from her 
window, but her view was blocked 
by a large bush. We could see its 
glow through the branches. My 
mother could barely see it from her 
vantage point. Even though it 
seemed unusual to her, she decided 
to accept it for what it was, an 
unknown, and she continued with her 
book reading. My father was in the 
living room and wanted nothing to do 
with it. 

When I realized I was beating 
a dead horse, I returned to the other 
room. At that point I saw my sister 
abruptly move away from the 
window. "I don't want to see it any 
more,” she said as she left the room. 

I arrived just in time to see the object 
as it began to move away slowly, 
toward the western horizon, 
disappearing behind some distant 
trees. When I looked at the clock 
again, I noticed that seven minutes 
had passed. 

I asked my sister what made 
her leave the window so suddenly. 
She told- me that as the object was 
gliding back and forth it slightly faded 
out or became transparent in some 
instances, and that was enough for 
her. When I returned to the window, 
the object was at its original 
intensity. 

For 20 years I lived near one 
of the busiest air corridors in the 
country, the Los Angeles 
International Airport, and I have seen 
countless aircraft during the day and 
at night with their lights on. I have 
also seen numerous military aircraft. 
This sighting is not like anything that 
I have ever encountered.
